A Loss of 86,000 for Charles Hall 


—Other Damage. 


The entire population of Niantio WM 


aroused shortly after 2 o'clock this morn- 
ing by the startling cries of fire and the 
blaze from the large frame bmlding own- 
ed and occupied by Charles Hall, who 
carried a stock of hardware, furniture, 
buggies and carriages. There were three 
separate rooms in the building, which 
stood on the corner of the main street, 
just east of the depot. The structure 
was formerly the property of Thomas A. 
Pritohett, of this city. The building 
was enveloped in flames when a consid- 
erable number of people arrived. There 
was no effective way of battling suc- 
cessfully with the fire, and everybody 
exerted themselves in efforts to save the 
contents. Sixteen Bound Oak stoves, a 
cooking stove and three show cases filled 
with goods were taken out; that was all. 
Mr. Hall's loss on building and stock is 
$8,000; insurance, $2,000 on stock and 
$1500 on building. 


Mrs. Hoffman's barn worth $25 was 


destroyed; covered by insurance. 


The residence of Elijah Hizor was 


scorched, as were also other buildings. 


No ona appears to know how the fire 


originated. A train was standing on the 
railroad track close by when the flre 
broke out. One theory is that sparks 
from the engine caused the conflagra- 
tion. The matter will be investigated. 
The "Commonwealth," of Decatur, had a 
risk with Mr. Hall.

"Buffer from the heat",during a Paris sum- 
mer. But besides this negative pleasure you 
also enjoy positive ones. To bo sure, most of 
die theaters are closed, at least during July 
and Augnst. But I must'.sny that, for one; I 
do not care- for the play house during tb.9 
dog days. 
However, tho famous Theatre 


Francois and the magnificent new Opera 
house do not, as a rule, shut their doors 'all 
the -year round. So, even in summer; you 
can see the best acting iritheworld and listen, 
to all the grand operas by staying right here 
in Paris. I know a professor of modern lan- 
guages in one of our great American univer- 
sities who comes to this city almost every 
summer to study on' the stage nt the Erancaia 
tho masterpieces of idoliere, Racine and 
Cornollle, which he teaches in his classes dur- 
ing tho whiter months. 


If you enjoy light amusements there are 


the outdoor concert gardens in. the Champs 
Elyseea, tho monster Hippodrome and the 
Bummer circus, all bettor than anything of 
the kind to be found in American cities. The 
magnificently managed Hippodrome has been 
exhibiting all this.season a troop of Arabs, 
nnd so natural and grandiose is the spectacle 
that the average traveler gets a more correct 
idea of de'aort life sitting in a comfortable 
seat at thu Hippodrome than he would if he 
wore to spend u fortnight in journeying 
through Algeria. 


The swiftly flying boats on. the Seine are 


another delightful source of mimmer pleasure. 
When no air ia stirring, you have simply to 
pay three or 1'our soumuid sit on the deck of 
a mouche—-which, means fly, and you im- 
mediately .create ttbreuze.

is the Garden of Acclimation, where a good 
hand pluys onco or twiuu a weolc in tho after- 
noon, and-where you can. study a very fair 
jzoologioal collection.
